States where married women may enjoy 
tholr owe earnings, they have no claim to 
tholr children, New Jersey, Kansas nnd 
Iowa alono scouring to the mother the 
legal control of her offspring. In New 
York, ai in all other States, the honorable 
wife has iw right to her child for a single 
instant of its existence.

Telegrams were received from pork 


packers, protesting against the state- 
ments made against their products, espe- 
cially by Mr. Bartle. Some of them asked 
that the investigation be closed, saying 
that it was doing damage to the pork 
packers. It is especially conceded thatno 
action will be taken under consideration, 
and that the question will be left for leg- 
islation on food production. The investi- 
gation which has been made by Congres- 
slo'nal committees has developed some 
interesting features for the pork trade, 
nnd stirred up the packers as never be- • 
fore.

He bud 
rend by the clerk a number of letters from He- 
publicans favoring a reduction of the tariff, 
and the continuing of the Internal revenue 
tax.Mr. Nelson next quoted Western Republican 
platforms declaring In tavor of reduction in the 
tariff at an early day, and added, amidst the 
laughter and applause of Democrats: "And 
now, 
my friends, Is the appointed time." He 


concluded by saying that he would put free 
sugar, free salt and free lumber against free 
whisky and free tobacco, and so would the 
great mass of the American people. [Applause 
on Democratic slfle.l

Mr. Eunston (Kan.) attempted to put some

County Clerk, Hardy forwards us 


a copy of the Daily, Observer of Utica 
N. Y., giving the disposition of cases 
against Dr. R. K. Mills, formerly of De- 
catur. Dr. Mills, John Laidlaw, an 
Francis Patterson were tried in the Uni 
ted States district court for complicity 
in the fraud by which the pension de- 
partment was euchered out of abou 
$14,000.

JOHN D. GILLETT ALIVE. 


Phere is No Hope for His Recovery 


—A Sketch. 


John D. Gillett, the great cattle king 


if Logan county, who was stricken down 
with paralysis, is yet alive, but the latest 
advices are to the effect that he cannot 
ecover. All members of his family are 
with him. 


John D. Gillett was born in Fair Haven, 


Conn., April 28,1819. He is a descen- 
ent ot a Huguenot family, and both his 


grandfathers were in the revolutionary 
war. 
His father died when he was three 


•ears old, and when 17 he went to Georgia, 
nd for two years he was in the mercan- 
ile business. He then returned, and was 
n Pearl academy, at New Haven. In 1838 
ie started for Illinois, and went by boat 
o St. Louis, by stage to Springfield, and 
n foot to Bald Knob; in 1840 he came to 
jogau county and improved a farm in 
jake ForK township, living there 28 years, 
n 1868 he moved to Elkhart. When gov- 
rnment land came in he entered 12,000 
ores and sold it off as opportunity 
ffered. In 1852, with Col. R. B. Latham, 
ie entered 7,000 acres. His home farm 
onsists of 9,000 acres. His indu, try and 
'ood judgment in the cattle business 
lave made him worth a great deal of 
money. In 1873 he was one of the incor- 
(orators of the First National bank at 
jincoln and is yet its president. On 
ay 31, 1842, he married Lemira Parke, 
'horn he met in 1840 while crossing the 
aogamon at Clingman's Ferry. He is 
tie father of Emma, wife of Gov. Oglesby; 
Jrace, wife of D. T. Littler; Nina, Amy, 
Cate, wife of Jos. Hill of Chester, Jessie, 
ohn and Charlotte. All the family are 


members of the Episcopal church at 


Ipnngfield. Mr. Gillet has been in Lin- 
oln every day for a week up till Monday. 
Ie seemed to realize his condition and 
ried to arrange his worldy matters. He 
wns a little over 20,000 acres of land in 
jogan county valued at about $40 per 
icre, property in Lincoln worth $300,000, 
ank stock in Farmer City, Bloomington, 
Ipringfleld, Pekin and Lincoln worth 
£100,000, about 5,000 cattle worth S45 
er head and land in Kansas, notes, mor- 
igages, commercial papers, etc. His total 
state will, estimated by careful men, 
mount to $1,800,000. It is understood 
ihat he leaves a will. Since 1870 Bhnn 
& Hobht, of Lincoln, have been his law- 
ers and for two years they have been 
rranging matters, anticipating bis death, 
ie owns the Lincoln house in Lincoln 
nd two thirds of a block there. Mr. 
Mllett made the money ($50,000) required 
o build the Lincoln house on one pork 
eal. His home at Elkhart is a magni- 
cent structure and stands just southeast 
f the village. There is great excite- 
ment in that and neighboring towns 
egarding him nnd his condition. He 
as always been an ardent republican 
ut has held no office beyond that of 
nember of the state board of agriculture, 
ffr. Gillett was among tho first in this 
•ouutry to ship beeJ to Europe, and u 
eculanty of his cattle raising is the f net 
iat he never put the animals under a 
aecl.

RUSSIAN RAILROADS. 


ACenntrr Wher» It 1» Sot T«ry Vleasstat 


"HMluc on the R«II." 
, 


Bailroad travel in Kussia remind* 


one of certain sections of tbe Uniteil 
States where the roads are very new, 
the equipments cheap, the employes in- 
experienced and all kinds of accommo- 
dations very limited. It has been only 
since the late rebellion in America that 
Enssia has figured at all in railroad 
circles. The line* of Winans of Balti- 
more, were well built, but they were" 
not well equipped, and hate bean 
poorly maintained. The arbitrary di- 
rection of the Czar that all-.the lines 
should be perfectly straight from one 
large city to the other, or from the be- 
ginning-to the termini, regardless of 
the lesser points on the way, will be a 
groat drawback to the country for 
years. The stranger's attention is di- 
rectly attracted to the large number of 
small cities and important villages he 
sees from one to five miles off the rail- 
road lines. These marts of trade are 
more or leas substantial, nnd genera- 
tions will come and go before the sta- 
tions are as plentiful along the railroad 
lines as they would at first have been 
made but for the interference of the 
Czar.-

It is very seldom,' that a house is pro- 


vided : for locomotives, or there is a 
shed for any class of material, notwith- 
standing the foot that the nine months 
of rain or snow each year make them 
more necessary than in other countries. 
Locomotives, rusting j and falling to 
pieces, although but a few yours old, 
and tools of every character are seen 
strewn about everywhere. The sta- 
tions, however, are commodious and 
comfortable. 
The 
fastest 
express 


trains, which make about twenty miles 
an hour, stop at every station from five 
to forty minutes. The guard comes to 
your carnage door when the train 
stops, opens it, and tolls how long the 
stop will be. He also points to the restau- 
rant hard-by and tells yon what can 
be purchased, and further that there is 
ample time. It is probable that there 
is a commission arrangement, or all the 
railroad restaurants are run by tho 
company. Few passenger trains are 
without freight cars. The' trains are 
long, tlie rails heavy and good, the 
ballasting fair, but tbe equipments are 
so inferior that the employes refuse to 
make any speed. 


But one passenger train runs each day, 


even on the principal lines, and very sel- 
dom is a sleeping-car or a carriage that 
can be utilized as a sleeper encountered. 
For a run between two cities distant 
like New York and Washington, or 
New York or Boston, which occupies 
five and a half or nix hours in America, 
a day or tfight of twelve to fourteen 
hours is consumed. There are seldom 
closets or drinking water or similar ac- 
commodations. At every station, day 
or night, old women or children visit 
the carriages and sell drinking water. 


There is one comfort, however, on a 


Russian railway train. Thero are no 
cinders. 
The 
old-fashioned wood- 


burning locomotives are used, and, as 
they have spark and cinder protectors 
and burn pine or white poplar or simi- 
lar woods, there is freedom from both 
cinders and smoke. The roads are too 
new for dust, too, -when there is a 
period dry enough to make ilnst 


At every station a force of men with 


htinimers pound all the wheels on the 
cars and carriages to see that they are 
sound. The pounding 1ms due respect 
to time, and is rather musical. These 
men are necessary during the winter, 
when the air is so cold that the metal 
Is endangered, and I presume they 
keep up their work in the summer as 
much to maintain discipline as any 
thing else. 
The high tariffs and the 


growth of business have enabled the 
railroad companies to make many im- 
provements in the way oJ station-houses 
and homes for employes. I do not re- 
member to have seen an elevator or 
grain warehouse, although this is such 
ft great wheat-producing country.— 
Moscow Cor. Louisville Courier-Journal.

an American Lady. 


An American lady now in St. Peters- 


burg thus describes a court reception 
at the Winter Palace: 


"We women folk are accustomed 


(through ignorance, I suppose) to 
think and speak of Russia as a semi- 
barbarous country. It is in some re- 
spects; but In others it is the most 
splendid country—with the exception 
of our own—in tlie world, and St 
Petersburg is the most interesting of 
all European cities. Through tho in- 
troductions we brought with us, we 
have been enabled to obtain entree to 
the presence of royalty and see the in- 
terior of tlie finest of all the palaces. 
It was a bitter cold day when we drare 
in a gorgeous sleigh to the Winter 
Palace—which was like a fairy picture 
in the fading light without, and illu-' 
mined within with the brilliancy of 
thousands of candles—to attend a, 
court reception. The effect of the 
light on the snow and upon the gay 
equipages of the numerous guests was 
indescribable. We approached 
the 


Empress through three thousand offi- 
cials. First through superb state de- 
partments, each blazing with a thou- 
sand wax tapers and gorgeous with 
priceless hangings, malachite pillars, 
work* of art, and tropical flowers and 
ferns. ,The sight was worth the jonruey 
from New York to Russia. The floors 
were things of beauty, inlaid with 
ebony and rosewood and ivory. 


"As we waited for our turn I had a 


good opportunity to see, and I made 
much of it. At last we entered the 
throne room, and there, surrounded by 
a sea of splendor, stood the Empress, 
herself a moving mass of diamonds. 
She was the most dazzling sight of all. 
On her head was a crown once worn by
